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Charging The Player 



Plug the included AC adapter into a wall outlet and then 
into the DC 5V jack on the H300. "Charging" is displayed 
on the LCD screen. (LCD will dim after a few seconds, 
press any button to light the screen again.) 
When fully charged "Complete!" will display on the 
LCD screen. 

iRiver strongly recommends that the player be fully 
charged or connected to the AC adapter prior to 
completing the functions below. 
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Basic Operation 



1. Software Installation 

Insert the installation CD, the software installation will 
begin automatically. 

Follow on-screen instructions to complete the 
software installation. 




2. Power on the player 

Press the Ml button briefly to power on the player. The 
H300 will take a few seconds to load then a main screen 
will display. 



Connect the H300 

a. Connect the included USB cable to the "DATA" port on 
the H300 to an open USB port on your computer. 

b. The LCD will display "Charging". 

c. Press HI to switch the player out of charge mode. 

d. After a few seconds "Connected" will display on the 
LCD screen. 



Power ON/PLAY/PAUSE Button 

Power OFF/STOP Button 

(Press and hold the | button 
to power off the player.) 




4. The H300 will display as a new drive on your system. To 
locate it, open "My Computer" or "Windows Explorer" to 
verify the player is attached. 

a. Window XP: Start -> My Computer 

b. Windows 98SE, Me, 2000: Double Click the 'My Computer" 
icon on your desktop. 

(Note the drive letter will vary from system to system.) 
Double click the H300 icon to see the files on the player. 
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5. Get Music on the player

a. Now, open a second My Computer window. 

b. Locate your music files, usually found in "My Documents" then "My Music". 

c. To get music on your player just click and drag the songs from your PC 
to the H300 drive. 

d. The files will quickly copy (depending on how many you chose) and once they 
appear on the H300 drive, they are ready to play. 

e. During the copy process an icon and message will display as the files are copied 
to the H300 and indexed.* — 



iriver strongly encourages everyone to keep proper backups of any music or data files 
copied to portable devices. 

f. Disconnect the USB cable once all copying has finished. The player will take a 
few seconds to load, then display the main screen showing the total number of 
files and folders. 
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6. Listen to Music 

a. Attach headphones to the headphone port on the player. 

b. Press the NAVI button to begin - the main menu will display. 

c. Use -4-4 or to select the desired method of searching 
(File, Artist, Album, or Genre) and press NAVI to select. 

d. Then continue to use + or - to find groups, folders, or 
songs and NAVI to select them. 

e. Once a particular song (or Select AH) has been highlighted, 
press NAVI to play that song.

In order to use music purchased from a music service, you must have Windows Media Player 10 installed. The installation CD ROM 
should include the proper version of Windows Media Player.

Once Windows Media Player has been updated, use the following steps to load music onto your player.

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Follow these special instructions to get online music on your player. 



1. Connect the USB cable to the MEDIA port on the player 
and to the PC. 
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2. Open Windows Media Player 

a. Click Start -> All Programs -> Accessories -> 
Entertainment -> Windows Media Player 

b. Click "Library" from the menu button near the top of 
the screen. Most of the music purchased from online 
services should be listed in the Windows Media 
Player Library. 
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3. Locate a song in the Library and Right-Click on it. Select 
"Add to -> Sync List". A "Sync List" will appear on the 
right side of Windows Media Player listing all the songs to 
be added to your player. Repeat for all the songs you 
would like to add to your player. 
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4. Click the Sync menu button. On the right side of the Sync 
screen choose the H300 from the dropdown list. Then click 
on the desired destination folder for your songs ("Music" 
for example). 




5. Click Start Sync to transfer the items on your Sync list to 
the player. A progress indicator will show each file 
transferring. 

When complete, copied songs will appear In 
the "Synchronized to Device" list on the left side of 
Windows Media Player and In the specified folder on the 
right side of the screen. 

Disconnect the player from your computer and enjoy 
your music! 
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
